The position in which P resident Eisenhow er 
finds himself is th at he is required to deliver a 
S tate of tho N ation m essage at the opening of 
Congress in Jan u ary . Such a m essage can be pre­ 
pared by his staff and could be read by the C lerk 
of the House of R epresentatives. B ut Vice P resi­ 
dent Nixon could not read it in his own nam e; 
it is not his proper function. It is doubtful if any 
m em ber of the Cabinet or of the W hite House 
stair would be perm itted to read such a m essage.
